MEXICAN BaRBABITY. 


The thooting ef the Confederate Gen- 
eral Parsons and Five Others-<- 
Terribice Vemgeance by Con- 
federates in Mexican Im- 


perial Service, 


Kaneas City (Mo.) Times, November 3.] 

General M. M. Parsons bad commanded a 
division of Missouri infantry with great cred- 
it to himself and with great honor to the 
State. He wasa soldier of great dash in bat- 
tle, of unsurpassed horsemanship, and of that 
graceful and natural suavity of manper 
which endeared bim alike to his brother offi- 
cers and to the men over whom be was placed 
in command. His brother-in-law, Colovel H. 
Standish, was bis chief of staff, and « frank, 
fearless young officer whom the Missourians 
knew and admired. Capt. Aaron H. Conrow 
had before the war represented Cald well coun- 
in the Legislature, and had during the war 
heen elected to the Cc nfederate Congress 
With these three men were three brave and 
faithful young Irish soldiers, James Moony, 
Patrick lengton and Michael Monarthy—six 
in all—who, for the crime of being Ameri- 
cans, had w die. Following in the rear ol! 
Shelby’s expedition in the vain hope of over. 
taking it, they were captured, falling into the 
hands of Figueroa, and robber chief, as no- 
torious among the Mexicans as Dupin was 
among the French. Short shrift came after. 
wards. Colonel Standish was shot first. 
When told of the fate intended for him, be 
bade good-bye to his comrades, knelt a few 
moments in silent prayer, and then stood up 


To these add all the protected industries, the 
banking and railway enterprises fostered by 
the Radical administration, and we see what 
a host of strong influences were. at work for 
Grant's election.
